every one of them haye'a ſpeciall care & regard, ro ſee rhis our royall 
will and pleaſure readyly & dutifully obſerved.in all points., and that 
noe violence be ſuffered wichin your bounds, vnder all the higheſt pe- 
nalty,crime or offence thar they may comit againſt us in that behalte: 
And allothar ye cammaund and charge all & {ſundry Noblemen, Bar- 
ons & Burgeſſes who are nor actuall indwellers within the Burrough , 
neither are of numberofthe privy counſell and Seffion ; and mem= 
bers rhereof,and are already within this Barrough: that they and-eye- 
rie one of them remoue themſelyes, av1 depart and paſſe forth of the 
faid Burrough(and nor rerturne againe wirhour the ſaid warrant ) with- 
in the ſpace of ſix houres after the publication hereo\, vnder the ſaid, 
pena'tie of treaſon: And asconcerning any petirions that ſhallhere. 
after bee given to vs,upon this or any other ſubje&t: wee are likewiſe 
pleaſed ro declare that we will not ſhut our eares there from : foe 
it bee not prejudiciallto our royall authoritie. Given at ſtarling wnder 
our fignet the 19 of Febr.

{nall which, we humbly remouſtrated, our inſt exception$again{t 
the Service booke, and Booke of Cannons, Arch-viſhops and. Biſhops of 
this kingdome,asthe contrivers,mearrcaners and urgers thereof; and 
againſt rheir lirting as our Tudges untill the canſes betweene them and 
vs be decided.

And withall we earneſtly ſupplicated to be ridd and delivered from 
theſe evils, and from all other 1innoyations of that kind, introdatted a 
gainſt the laudable lawes of this kingdome:as namely that of the bigh 
Commſſion and other evils particularly and generally mentioned in our 
ſupplicarions and complaints: And that theſe our parties, delinquent 
againſt our religion and lawes might be raken order with, and theſe 
preiling greeviances be redreſſed,according to the laws ofghisrealme; 
as in our ſupplicariqns we have more largely expreſſed, the whichwe 

aue into your Lordſhips upon the 19 of December aforefaid, againſt 
the Arch=biſ hops and Biſ hohs our p artzes, who.by conſequence there= 
fore neith2r could be,nor may be our Iudges. Ml. 

Whereupon your Lordfhips declared by your act given at Dealkeerth 
the ſaid 19 of December,that you would-preſent ,our. petition ;ro his 
maielties royall conlideration , & thar, without any!/prejudice ro.us:the 
ſaid ſupplicants,and moreover that we ſhould bee heard, intime and 
place convenient, & inthe meantime we ſhould receaue no preiadice 
as the ſaid act it ſelfe reſtifiesfor vs. 

Now where as we your hamble ſupplicants (wich long patience and 
hape grounded upon ſudnry F5omiles were. ex{peckipg: ar anfwere 
vato our fore named humble dehlires, we underitog;) of fome direction 
from his maieſtie,ro you the Lords of hus highnes privy counſell,rouch- 
ing our complaints : and upon the ſame admitred rhe conſulring & 
iudging both, of our ſupplication,and the kings anſwere there ro, vnto 
the Arch-bil hops and Biſhops our direct par-t:es : . Contrary ro'.our 
Proreſtarion given in at Dealkeeth, and ance renued ar Starling : and 
contrary to your Lord! hips terefaid act made ar Dealkeeth. Ty
